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Searchlight under fire 

Searchlight’s editor and publisher, Gerry Gable, was arrested last month at 
Kensington police station on three charges arising from incidents that allegedly 
occurred in May at Kensington library, where the League of St George was planning to 
hold a symposium. The charges are: violent disorder, incitement to violent disorder 
and disorderly conduct at a public meeting. His first court appearance will be at 
Horseferry Road Magistrates Court, London, on 4 September. All the charges will be 
vigorously denied. 

We are appealing for any witnesses to the events at Kensington library to come 
forward so that we can put them in touch with Gerry Gable’s solicitors. 

One other anti-fascist was charged some weeks after the event with three other 
offences. 

Two very important events took place as we were going to press. The first was of 
course the earth shattering six days in the Soviet Union. We shall look at these events, 
and the consequences for the Soviet people and the world, in depth next month. But we 
are struck particularly by two images on our television screens: the burial of the three 
young men, one of them Jewish, who stood out against the tanks and the participation 
in the Moscow memorial parade of uniformed members of the neo-nazi group Pamyat 
and other similar born-again antisemites. 

The second event was closer to home. Against all common sense the National Black 
Caucus held a march into the almost entirely white area of Bermondsey in south 
London, despite warnings from many anti-racists and anti-fascists that this would be a 
stupid and inept move. The Caucus promised thousands of marchers and at least 150 
trained stewards. Before the march they heaped disdain not only on the police but also 
on anti-fascists who said that such a move would undermine the work taking place at 
grass roots in the area. They even picked a day when Millwall was playing at home and 
chose an indefensible park as the venue for a rally. 

The British National Party was allowed a static protest site along the route of the 
march and hundreds of police were drafted in to, as it turned out, protect the black 
marchers. Led by the violent nazi thugs of the BNP the area erupted against the 
marchers just as they had been warned. From the high ground of the flats bottles and 
bricks were thrown into the ranks of the marchers who, consisting of only around 500 
people including children, were seriously outnumbered. One hundred BNP members 
were charged time and again by the riot squad and 13 of their number were arrested as 
well as three marchers. 

As if there had not been enough stupidity, the marchers then burned a Union Jack 
and this caused an even bigger explosion of resentment from ordinary local white 
people, who need to be won over from racist attitudes, not propelled into them. Many 
innocent black people travelling in the area had their cars attacked and became victims 
of mob violence. 

Searchlight is not afraid to tell people when they are wrong and the National Black 
Caucus have a lot to answer for their arrogange and stupidity, not only towards the 
anti-racist movement but to all the black people who are already living under siege in 
that part of London. The battle against the BNP will be won by hard consistent work at 
grass roots level and not by flamboyant empty gestures.

DEAL WITH SADDAM 


The now dead German neo-nazi leader, 
Michael Kiihnen, was in negotiations 
with Iraqi diplomats to make a reality of 
his announced plans to build an “Anti- 
Zionist Legion” to fight for Saddam 
Hussein during the Gulf war. 

According to a document obtained by 
Searchlight and revealed for the first time in 
Britain, Kihnen drew up a contract as a 
basis for his secret talks with the Iraqis. 

Since last autumn, Searchlight was aware 
of political horse-trading between assorted 
groups of European fascists and the Iraqis. 

The draft contract specifies that Kihnen 
was to have been the commander and 
representative of the volunteer so-called 
Anti-Zionist Legion, for which he was to be 
paid 5,000 DM (£1,700) and be granted 
Iraqi citizenship and a passport. 


Weapons 


Because of his ill-health — he was already 
dying from Aids — it is improbable that 
Kiihnen could have undertaken this task. 
What is more likely is that his history of 
virulent antisemitism made him an ideal 
middle-man in the eyes of the Iraqis. 

Under the terms of the draft agreement 
in our possession, Kihnen promised: 
“within four weeks of the contract being 
signed, 100 German volunteers will make 
their way to Copenhagen or Stockholm and 
travel to Iraq at Iraqi expense”. 

That was phase one of the plan. Under 
phase two, a further 100 nazis “from 
different countries” would join the Legion. 
Interestingly, the captured document goes 
on to specify “among these will be citizens 
of the United States and Great Britain” 
who would also travel via Stockholm or 
Copenhagen. 

The command structure for the nazi 
mercenaries was to be independent from 
but to work in liaison with the Iraqis, who 
would “provide weapons, equipment and 
provisions”. 

Under the liaison scheme, the Iraqi 
Army was to establish “at least one and a 
maximum of three liaison officers who can 
speak German or English”. 

All volunteers were to receive 
certificates of rank in the Iraqi forces and to 
have their own unit insignia while wearing 
Iraqi uniform. 

Paragraph 8 of the agreement stipulates: 
“Volunteers should also be granted Iraqi 
citizenship”. The document even goes on to 
list pay rates: “Volunteer — 3,000 DM per 
month — half in Iraqi currency and the 
other half in a Western currency” to be paid 
into a nominated account.

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‘THE WOLF’ 
IN BAGHDAD 


French nazi Michel Faci was an honoured 
guest of Iraqi dictator Saddam Hussein on 
the eve of the Gulf war, according to an 
interview published in the French daily 
Liberation. 

Faci, 35, a former leader of the banned 
FANE nazi group, boasts that he and 20 
other fascists and historical revisionists 
visited Iraq at the invitation of an Iraqi 
government-sponsored front bearing the 
bizarre title “Friendship, Solidarity and 
Peace with Iraq”. 

While in Baghdad, Faci — also known as 
Michel Leloup (‘The Wolf’) — was greeted 
by Iraqi Information Minister Abdel Lateef 
Jassem, who was surprised that the 
antisemitic forgery The Protocols of the 
Elders of Zion was illegal in Britain. 

For Faci the biggest thrill of being on the 
Baghdad run was to be able to prance 
around with “a genuine SS uniform” in the 
Al Aras tourist resort. 

In his interview, Faci helpfully named 
some of the other anti-Jewish fanatics who 
were also in town: William Brown, a US 
citizen who was granted a_ personal 
audience with Saddam Hussein himself and 
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one Michel Sergent, a French citizen 
“employed” at Baghdad University. 

He enthused: “In the streets of Baghdad, 
we saw in a newspaper stand the portrait of 
Uncle Adolf with a swastika. The Iraqis are 
fiercely anti-Zionist . . . They agree Hitler 
was right to fight against the Jews in the 
second world war. To them Israel is the 
incarnation of the devil”. 

However, Faci did not stay around to 
wave a rifle for his fellow antisemites. At 
the first sound of bombing in Baghdad, he 
scurried back to France. 

The question is: was he there on behalf of 
Kiihnen, Wolsink and their British friends, 
the goons of the British National Socialist 
Group? 
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Fascist violence and arrests of racists 
have increased in Teesside and Tyne 
and Wear in north east England. The 
region has also seen a rather inept 
response by the local papers to open 
attempts at intimidation by the local 
British National Party. 


On 2 August Gary Bond, a 24-year-old 
gas fitter and neo-nazi activist, was jailed 
for nine months at Newcastle Crown Court 
for his part in an attack on an Asian chef by 
a gang of youths. Last month two other 
members of the gang were convicted at the 
same court. 

The victim, whom the Newcastle Journal 
did not even appear concerned to name, 
was attacked outside the central railway 
station and rescued by transport police. 

The court heard the judge tell Bond that 
the attack was entirely unprovoked. It was 
revealed that Bond had a series of 
convictions for similar crimes. 

The local BNP organisers,Bill Owen and 
Kevin Scott, crying like the spoilt brats they 
are, have claimed that their attempts to 
leaflet Sunderland to recruit for the BNP 
have been prevented by anti-fascists who 
threatened them. 

Owen, the Sunderland organiser, and 
Scott from Newcastle, who has recently

graduated, had targeted the area for 
development. However attempts to leaflet 
were called off because well organised anti- 
nazis showed up. 

Now Scott, who has a conviction for 
violence as well as his degree, says they will 
return with the physical support of BNP 
activists from Durham.

In response to your article entitled 
“Extremists on Battle Alert” published 
on Friday 2 August 1991. There are 
several important points which we, the 
Tyne & Wear Anti-Fascist Association, 
feel were not adequately researched 
both on the British National Party (BNP) 
as an organisation and with regard to 
the leaflet the Association organised on 
Saturday 27 July. The article therefore 
failed to present a balanced account to 
your readers on the current situation in 
Sunderland and appeared to be nothing 
more than an_ irresponsible and 
uncritical advertisement for the BNP. 

The BNP is a racist and virulently 
antisemitic organisation that openly 
advocates the forced repatriation of all 
non-white nationals from _ Britain, 
whilst also insisting that the Holocaust 
simply did not happen. 

Its leader John Tyndall, is an open 
admirer of Hitler and regards himself as 
the ‘new Fuhrer’. 

The BNP is not a party of law and 
order as it likes to portray itself. The 
leadership. between them have a 
disturbing list of criminal convictions 
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including gun-running, organising and 
equipping paramilitary groups, 
possession of a nail bomb, detonators 
and hand grenades, offences under the 


Race Relations Act and_ criminal 
damage. 
Wherever _ the BNP establish 


themselves levels of racial harassment, 
intimidation and attacks invariably 
increase. 

Kevin Scott, the Wearside organiser, 
has himself a conviction for assault. 

Bill Owen’s quotes are intended to be 
provocative and act as a smear against 
the Association. The allegations are 
pure rhetoric without foundation and 
therefore should have been balanced 
with a view from the Association. 
Our research provides ample documen- 
tation on the activities of the BNP 
nationally and regionally which is 
available should your paper wish to 
publish a more accurate article. 

The threat of violence is intended to 
frighten the law-abiding general public 
who quite rightly would not wish for 
public disorder to develop. The 
Association wishes to confirm that it 
will not instigate any violence in the 
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town centre. 

It is quite apparent therefore, that the 
threat of violence comes only from the 
BNP as their joint history proves and 
not from the Anti-Fascist Association 
who have peacefully and successfully 
organised against fascist groups since 
our inception in 1983. 

As to the counter leaflet that took 
place; a large number of labour and 
trades union activists from Sunderland 
mobilised for an extremely well 
received demonstration in opposition 
to the BNP. Many members of the 
public expressed concern at the BNP’s 
recent presence and their support 
for the Anti-Fascist Association’s 
campaign. At no time did people on the 
demonstration harass or intimidate 
members of the BNP. In fact there were 
no BNP papersellers in the town centre 
that day. 

The Association, with the support of 
the people of Sunderland, will continue 
to leaflet the town centre and oppose 
the hate-filled propaganda peddiled by 
the BNP.

A Southwark council by-election in 
Brunswick ward breathed new life into 
south London’s anti-fascist movement 
and left the British National Party with 
a reputation for violence during the 
campaign. 

Steven Tyler, the former Tory and 
Monday Club member, who stood once 
again for the BNP ended up with 132 votes. 
As we go to press the BNP’s number two, 
Richard Edmonds, already on bail for 
affray late last year, is facing the 
magistrates on a charge of possessing an 
offensive weapon. Reports of neo-nazis 
abusing women Labour Party canvassers 
and threatening them with weapons, 
including axes, have surfaced in the last 
couple of weeks. 

Two councillors, Rachel Webb and Ian 
Driver, received threats, including a death 
threat to Councillor Driver. 

A leaflet almost identical to a hate sheet 
distributed in Bethnal Green recently has 
been sent to the police and Crown 
Prosecution Service to see if it is 
actionable. The BNP _ has _ admitted 
responsibility for the leaflet. 

The BNP was hoping for a large turn out 
of its people for the election count. But 
they turned tail when they saw the strength 
of the anti-fascists present. 

A mass leafleting of the area was turned 
into a short march up the main road, with 
the connivance of the local police, after the 
nazis were unable to enter their target area 
because of the large number of anti-nazis 
present. The march took place after 
Edmonds had been charged over the 
offensive weapon and local people are 
asking why these nazis got special 
treatment. 

The locking out from council-owned 
premises of a meeting against the BNP also 
needs some explaining. The meeting went 
ahead on open ground nearby with great 
success. 

The mobilisation of anti-fascists against 
the BNP’s campaign has provided a good 
basis to build on. Some sectarianism by 
black nationalists in the area has to be 
confronted and dealt with because this type 
of behaviour only assists the nazis in 
dividing the forces ranged against them. 

The BNP was buzzing with stories that 
Tyler had been the victim of an attack some 
time after the election campaign. It raises 
the question of who his assailants were. 
There is so much talk in the NF these days 
about “getting” the BNP and unquestion- 
ably the NF is increasingly jealous of the 
BNP’s limited successes, which appear 
magnificent alongside the NF’s abject 
failures. 
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NAZI 
GODFATHER 
IN COURT 


Colin Jordan, the godfather of Britain’s 
post-war neo-nazi movement, went to 
court in July, where he _ tried 
desperately to claim that the police raid 
on his Yorkshire hideaway was illicit 
and requested an order for the return of 
the hate material and personal papers 
seized in the raid. When the court 
refused to grant such an order, he went 
back to his old rant that this was all part 
of a state conspiracy against him. 


Colin Jordan, Britain’s longest-running nazi. 


At 68 the old nazi is not past putting on 
an entertaining performance in court. Over 
the years he has done everything including 
failing in an action against Searchlight for 
an alleged criminal libel against himself and 
attempting to have the former Labour 
Prime Minister, Harold Wilson, arrested at 
Downing Street. 

Some of his other court appearances 
have not been so funny. He has convictions 
under the Race Relations Act and for 
equipping and organising a paramilitary 
group, Spearhead, with his old number 
two, John Tyndall, back in the early sixties. 

The last few years have seen him 
pumping out various forms of poison from 
his home at Pately Bridge in Yorkshire, 
which is by no coincidence the ancient 
pagan heartland of Britain. 

His mentor, the pre-war fascist Arnold 
Leese, who led the Imperial Fascist League 
and proposed gassing Jews before the 
German nazis ever came up with the idea, 
passed on his main assets to Jordan when he 
retired and later died in the fifties. 

Jordan’s irregular publication, Gothic 
Ripples, has the same title as Leese’s 
magazine, which got him sent to prison in 
the thirties for criminal libel against Jews. 

Leese was so extreme that he referred to 
Mosley as a kosher fascist. Much of the 
damage done to the Imperial Fascist 
League in the thirties was as a result of 
Mosley’s _blackshirts attacking the 
League’s meetings.

Jordan is held in high esteem by all 
Britain’s nazis regardless of party 
differences and is seen as a strong influence 
on John Tyndall’s thinking despite past 
rows. 

Jordan’s followers and his ex-wife 
Francoise Dior were responsible for many 
attacks on the Jewish community in the 
mid-sixties. His old National Socialist 
Movement became the British Movement 
in the late sixties when Michael 
McLaughlan took over the leadership and 
pushed him out. 

Today Jordan’s image is much restored 
amongst nazis all over the world. It is this 
support that is encouraging him to fight in 
the courts once again. 


NAZI 
TREASURER 
CAGED 


To those who knew him, 60-year-old 
Terry Thornton was a_ successful 
businessman who had made millions. 
But there was a secret and evil side to 
the man who had been a paid-up 
member of the National Front and had 
acted as its treasurer. 

Last December Thornton stood before a 
judge convicted of a bomb plot to kill his 
ex-lover of 23 years, Eileen Caultons. He 
was sentenced to two life terms of 
imprisonment, which he is now serving in 
Wakefield top security jail. 

Thornton had hired a former SAS man to 
do his dirty work. A motorcycle courier 
delivered a nail bomb to the home of his 
intended victim. The bomb exploded, 
blowing off one of the woman’s hands but 
she survived to see him in the dock. 

As the police investigation proceeded, 
Thornton’s secrets were revealed. He had 
left the NF after taking part in raising 
funds, organising meetings and even 
putting up hate material on walls in his 
area. The reason for his departure was that 
he thought the NF too soft and wanted to be 
in a more nazi environment. 

Thornton had made it into the courts on 
at least one previous occasion back in the 
spring of 1977, when he was fined £100 in 
Rotherham for writing racist remarks on 
posters during an election campaign. At 
that time his name was linked to the NF. 

A one-time friend explained that 
Thornton had said the NF had become lazy 
and not active enough. This friend also said 
that when a black person entered a room 
where Thornton was, he would leave as he 
could not even bear to be close to black 
people. 

He also had a paranoid hatred of cats and 
would capture them and take them to his 
garage, where he tortured and butchered 
them. 

Although he is now held under maximum 
security, Eileen Caultons and her new 
friend Gary Singleton are still living in fear, 
for it is reported that Thornton has salted 
away several hundred thousand pounds 
overseas and may use this money to hire hit 
men to take his revenge. 


Murder after 
petrol threat 


Hans Raj, a market trader, was 
brutally murdered at his home in 
Newstead Road, Cleethorpes. His two 
assailants were described as white with 
extensive tattoos on their arms. 

Two men, both from Grimsby, have 
appeared in court in handcuffs charged 
with the murder. They are Robert McGill, 
36, and Kenneth Seaton, 39, of Convanore 
Road, Grimsby. 

An eye-witness says she heard men 
shouting that they would pour petrol on the 
house and set it on fire if Raj did not come 
out. The windows were smashed with 


stgnes and the door was broken down. 
Neighbours called the police. 

Next day the police arrested two men 
after a member of the public called the 
police. What is thought to be the murder 
weapon has been recovered from where it 
was dumped.

Local children witnessed the slaying in 
broad daylight. The men were said to have 
been drinking before the attack but were 
not drunk according to police reports. 

The police quickly issued detailed 
descriptions. One of the men was said to be 
aged 39, five feet six inches tall, with dark 
unruly hair and a black beard and 
moustache, and of fat build, wearing a 
white T-shirt and khaki trousers. The other 
was described as 36, of slimmer build, with 
long dark hair and clean shaven. The full 
descriptions and exact ages suggested the 
police knew who the two men were before 
they were arrested. 

Neighbours described Mr Raj as a 
friendly and helpful family man who had 
owned a local Indian restaurant until it 
closed three years ago. He then worked at 
the local market.

GUTLESS SKINS KICK 


WOMAN UNCONSCIOUS 


The streets of Islington have never been 
the safest place for decent people, with 
local fascist groups organised and run 
by men with convictions for violence, 
kidnapping and rape. A recent case 
shows there has been little improve- 
ment. 

The Islington Gazette reported on 
8 August that a West Indian woman, out 
with her two children aged one and four, 
was attacked by a gang of what she 
described as skinheads, who shouted racial 
abuse before knocking her down and 
kicking her unconscious. She suffered 
injuries to her face, stomach and back. 

One of the men had a scar on his face and 
was wearing Doc Marten boots, which he 
used freely on her. 

The police are seeking witnesses to this 
gutless attack and anyone with any 
information should telephone PC Philip 
Poole on 071-488 5311. 

Attacks on the Jewish community 
throughout the country have continued 
with several incidents reported in June.

@ WALSALL GHETTO 


Black families in Walsall are forced to live in 
overcrowded conditions because of racial 
harassment on housing estates. Mr Salar Khan, 
Officer in Charge of Walsall Council for Racial 
Equality, said: 

‘Many people from ethnic minorities are unable 
to take up council houses on estates where racial 
harassment is commonplace and the police are 
unable to provide protection”. 

He also accused Walsall’s social services of 
providing a poor service to black people. 

Walsall Council for Racial Equality faces 
closure after the local authority withdrew its 
£32,000 grant. The local authority is setting up its 
own in-house race equality unit at a cost of more 
than £100,000 a year. 

Last year the Racial Equality Council dealt with 
more than 2,000 enquiries.

@ BIRMINGHAM — RACIST HOT BED 


Birmingham has been accused of being a hot bed 
of racism. The Commission for Racial Equality 
says things are particularly bad in terms of job 
discrimination. 

In response, the regional Trades Union 
Congress has launched a programme to highlight 
and combat the harassment of black workers. 
Over 30 full-time officials from white and blue 
collar unions met recently to draw up guidelines to 
tackle the problems. 

A report by the West Birmingham Health 
Authority, which covers Handsworth, Aston, and 
Ladywood, where many black people live, has 
revealed that the area has the highest premature 
death rates for men from heart disease, cancer 
and accidents in England and Wales. Ironically, 
the high death rate, linked to poverty, 
unemployment and poor housing, occurs in areas 
close to the prestigious new International 
Convention Centre.

of Orthodox Jewish homes in Stamford 
Hill, north London. The local police have 
launched an investigation. 

British National Party leaflets are being 
distributed in Redbridge, London, in 
streets where most of the househoids are 
Jewish or Asian. 

In Cardiff the Jewish cemetery was 
attacked on 14 June and 13 gravestones 
were damaged. Swastikas and the words 
“six million lies” were daubed. 

The ongoing attacks on the Jewish 
community in Wales may be explained by 
the BNP’s announcement that it is very 
active in Wales these days. 

Several attacks on the Jewish community 
in June have been carried out by blacks or 
Asians, including incidents involving air 
guns and the invasion of a theological 
college in north London. Black youngsters 
have been detained in at least two cases, as 
has at least one Asian. 

The number of anti-Jewish and anti- 
Moslem leaflets and booklets circulating is 
still very high and recent arrests and raids 
do not appear to have dented the problem 
so far.

Officers and NCOs were to get 
5,000 DM a month with similar payment 
arrangements, while the commanders 
would get a lump sum of 10,000 DM to 
fulfill their tasks. : 

In a bid to keep the whole deal secret, the 
contract states under paragraph 21 that, 
once signed, it should be lodged with a 
solicitor in a Western country. “It must 
remain secret”, emphasises the draft. 

We cannot yet say whether a deal was 
finally signed. However, it is important and 
serious enough that nazis, many with 
military training, from across Europe were 
limbering up to go on an anti-Jewish 
crusade in the Middle East. 

Kihnen’s “Movement” is closely linked 
with the nazi British Movement via its 
international liaison officer, ex-SS terror 
expert Et Wolsink in Amsterdam. It can 
safely be assumed that the BM’s secret and 
illegally uniformed underground wing, the 
British National Socialist Group, fits 
somewhere in this murky picture.

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A commission should be established to 
investigate the scandalous number of 
deaths in custody, according to a report 
by the Institute of Race Relations. 

Pointing to the deaths of 75 black people 
in police, prison, and hospital custody over 
the last 20 years, the report says that 
inquests are ill-equipped to look into the 
circumstances surrounding such deaths. 
Disclosure of information is left to the 
discretion of the coroner, there is no legal 
aid for families to challenge official 
accounts of deaths, and juries are limited as 
to what verdicts they can return. 

The authorities are rarely held to account 
even when there have been findings of 
negligence or maltreatment. In only one of 
the 75 cases was there a prosecution of the 
police and in only one did the family of the 
deceased receive compensation. 

The proposed Standing Commission on 
Deaths in Custody should be able to 
recommend disciplinary or criminal 
proceedings. It would deal with deaths of 
both black and white people. 

Many of the cases investigated included 
people who were mentally ill or were 
refugees claiming political asylum. Neither 
group should have been in custody. 

Among the cases examined is that of 
Delroy Malcolm, a diagnosed  schizo- 
phrenic with suicidal tendencies, who, left 
unsupervised in a cell earlier this year, 
broke the glass of his cell window and cut 
his throat.

Lady Jane Birdwood’s obsession with the 
production and distribution of virulently 
antisemitic material has not been deterred 
by her forthcoming trial. A new booklet has 
appeared, sent last month to the Jewish 
Chronicle and several MPs, titled The 
Longest Hatred: An Examination of Anti- 
Gentilism. It has been produced under the 


name “Inter-City Researchers”, a title first 


seen in the 1970s established by Birdwood 
and others on the ultra-right of the Tory 
Party. Word had it at the time that it had 
Intelligence links. 

The age old conspiracy theory — 
historically the most dangerous antisemitic 
idea — dominates the booklet. The idea is 
that a group of Jews (often referred to as 
Zionists) are conspiring to achieve world 
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domination and the destruction of the 
Christian (read white Christian) world. 
One of the principal sources quoted is the 
infamous forgery The Protocols of the 
Elders of Zion. Despite the fact that this 
work is a proven and obvious forgery it still 
has great resonance in fascist circles. 

Half the booklet deals with “the Jewish 
control of the world economy”. These 
chapters roam through history in order not 
to miss an opportunity to make an 
antisemitic comment through the use of 
stereotypes and ideas common in medieval 
Europe. Jews are depicted as misers and 
usurers, Jews dominated the kings of 
medieval Europe to pursue their grand 
design, Jews controlled the mafia, Jews 
control the Federal reserve, the Bank of 
England and the international money 
markets. The author claims that “even 
Parliament is in the hands of Jews, for the 
MPs we vote for look after their own 
interests and faithfully serve the satanic 
bankers who are wrecking and ruining 
Britain”. 

The author displays her antisemitic 
pedigree when discussing the role of the 
Rothschild family. In the 1930s Goebels’ 
propaganda unit brought out a virulently 
antisemitic film called Jude Siiss, which 
alleged that the Rothschilds were at the 
centre of the Jewish conspiracy. This 
booklet makes exactly the same allegation. 

Communism is described as a Jewish 
invention — the Bolshevik revolution was 
conceived and carried out by Jews. To 
support this claim the author quotes the 
well-known historian, Major-General 
Count Cherep-Spiridovich, who 
contributes the following insight to our 
understanding of history: “Modern history 
must be looked at as a mortal implacable 
assault of the Judeo-mongrol invisible 
government against Christ, Christendom, 
Christian ideals and monarchs”. This is the 
theory, the facts are “the Rothschilds are 
the dictators and assassins of the world”. 
No doubt it took the count years of research 
to arrive at such erudite conclusions. 

The author warns the reader that the Jew 
is at the forefront of the democracy 
movements in East Europe but is positively 
gleeful that the “electorate in Poland has 
made a stand against the ‘Zhids’.” 

Ploughing through the booklet one 


realises that there is nothing new, the old 
fascist ideas are all there: Jews are 
responsible for black immigration in order 
to cause the mongrolisation of the white 
race. Blacks are employed by the Jewish- 
run media to “educate and entertain our 
children” to ensure “race-mixing”. The 
Jews who control the media are inspired by 
the Talmud, a recent example of this is the 
production of the film The Last Temptation 
of Christ. No doubt Martin Scorsese will be 
the first to admit that he is steeped in the 
intricacies of the Talmud. 

Just to ensure no angle is missed there is 
a chapter on the Holocaust. Holocaust 
denial is beloved by nazis because through 
the rewriting of history they exonerate 
their Fuhrer, legitimise their own ideology 
and attack Jews with the trauma of their 
own (Jewish) history. The author states 
that Jews, like Germans, died in their 


hundreds of thousands — not millions — 


from famine and typhus. The Holocaust 
legend was invented to ensure the 
establishment of the state of Israel and to 
obtain guilt money from the Germans. 
These claims are backed up by the self- 
proclaimed expert in execution technology, 
Fred Leuchter, who since the publication of 
his report has been sued in his home state of 
Massachussetts for lying about his qualifi- 
cations. He is neither a scientist nor an 
academic. He is motivated by the same 
ideological perversions as others of his ilk 
— David Irving, Ernst Ziindel, Robert 
Faurisson, etc. 

The booklet ends by reminding the 
reader that Edward I expelled the Jews and 
Elizabeth I — “good Queen Bess” — 
expelled the blacks. The author argues: “If 
the British people are to survive it needs to 
find the courage, the energy and the 
leadership to unite and to take action to 
reimpose these wise laws”. 

It would be very easy to dismiss this work 
as the rambling of an insane, hate filled and 
scared psychotic, for this is what the 
pamphlet is. However it is so vile in its 
antisemitism and racism that it is clearly 
attempting to whip up hatred in others by 
providing convenient targets for alienated 
individuals’ frustrations. History shows us 
that such insanity as expressed in this 
booklet can lead to violence against 
individuals and communities.

There is growing evidence of the role of 
organised fascist groups in stirring up 
racial hatred in Scotland. Anti-racists 
are also getting more organised. 


A march through Edinburgh by the 
British National Party, due to take place on 
3 August, was banned. Lothian councillors 
voted unanimously to ban the march, to the 
delight of anti-racists. A report by the Chief 
Constable, Sir William Sutherland, blamed 
BNP supporters for violence during a 
Republican march on 8 June. 

David Hewitt, of the Lothian Campaign 
against Racism, said that if the BNP had 
received permission for the march, it would 
have used the occasion to spread its vicious 
creed of racial hatred. 

Lothian Racial Equality Council says it 
has evidence that racist agitators from 
England are behind an increase in racist 
attacks. 

Lothian and Borders Police recorded 47 
racial incidents in the first three months of 
1991. The British National Party and the 
National Front have increased their 
campaigns in Scottish cities. Racists with 
English accents have been out recruiting 
supporters and are distributing racist 
leaflets and stickers. 

Tayside Community Relations Council 
has reported a rise in racist activities, 
particularly in Dundee. The Dundee Anti- 
Racist Forum has reported a 20 per cent 
increase in racist attacks last year. Recent 
attacks have included a shopkeeper who 
needed hospital treatment after he was 
attacked with a bottle and an iron bar, and 
an elderly man who was beaten un- 
conscious. A man and his son were 
attacked on the way to the mosque. 

The Anti-Racist Forum, chaired by 
Bishop Edward Luscombe, says that 
members of fascist groups were often 
behind the attacks. The forum is closely 
monitoring the British National Party and 
says it is determined to prevent the BNP 
from holding meetings and rallies in the 
city. ; 

The Central Scotland Racial Equality 
Council reported an increase in cases of 
racial abuse in 1990. The Race Equality 
Council and Alloa Trades Council have 
found evidence of organised racism, with 
local meetings of fascist groups, like the 
British National Party. 

Mrs Pek Young Berry of the REC said 
things were getting worse. 

“We’ve heard of swastikas and organised 
abuse, and there were meetings at the 
university”, she said.

Central Scotland Police have produced a 
leaflet in six languages describing how to 
respond to a racial attack. They also 
seconded a constable to examine the 
problem. He found that many incidents 
were not reported because people did not 
believe that reporting the incident would 
change anything. 

An anti-racist group has been set up in 
Clackmannan after a surge in racial 
violence. The group has the support of 
police, councillors and Alloa Trades 
Council. 

A Racial Equality Group is to be set up in 
Fife. The move follows a six month 
research project which revealed an 
alarming level of racist violence. Incidents 
included an Iranian man who was left 
disabled, brain damaged and blinded in one 
eye after a racist attack, a Glenrothes 
schoolboy who was robbed and assaulted 
by other children so badly that he needed 


hospital treatment, because he was a 
“Paki”, and a Kennaway woman who had 
excrement pushed through her letterbox, 
whose niece was slashed with a razor and 
whose husband was chased and kicked. 

Victims believed the police did not 
investigate racially motivated incidents 
properly. Other problems included a lack 
of awareness by the authorities and a lack 
of training for council staff. 

Tecla Wright, the secretary of the REC 
steering group, said that schools could do 
more to deal with verbal and physical abuse 
in the playground. Fife Police have 
promised to deal more effectively with 
complaints from ethnic minorities. 
Assistant Chief Constable Andrew 
Mathieson said the police were disturbed at 
the findings of the report. “We have to 
accept the criticism”, he said. He explained 
the force was looking at policies and pro- 
cedures to “gear up their performance”. 


BNP in the shadows 


Despite all the energy the BNP 
headquarters in London is sinking into 
the party’s Scottish campaign, it is still 
forced by popular opinion to hold its 
meetings behind closed doors. 

The most recent example of this was a 
secret rally held in Glasgow which was 
infiltrated by reporter Gary Duncan of The 
Scotsman. He revealed that about 70 nazis 
took part, after being directed from a 
rendezvous point to the Crucible, a 
snooker club in Argyle Street, by a steward 
who had just been released from a young 
offenders’ institution. 

The steward had been put away at the 
start of the year with other BNP nazis for an 
infamous attack on a man leaving a political 
meeting. Clearly the BNP leadership 
trusted him with the important task of 
directing people to the rally, as he had 
already been “blooded” for the cause. 

Gary Duncan’s description of the 
meeting being something like a mini 
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Nuremburg on the Clyde was not far off the 
mark. In a sale to raise funds a South 
African nazi AWB flag went for £12. 

The key people at the rally were the 
mysterious “Jim” from Paisley and the 
BNP’s West of Scotland organiser, Scott 
McLean. Although McLean denied they 
used violence, the nudges and winks when 
they spoke about the opposition getting 
beaten up were enough for anybody with an 
ounce of wit to understand what was going 
on. 
The BNP’s only success in Scotland 
recently was a mobilisation of around 100 
members and supporters to protest against 
a republican march. 

The notorious Scottish nazi, mad Harry 
Mullins, wrote to the BNP monthly 
magazine Spearhead. The letter was 
published in the magazine’s August issue 
minus the last couple of lines because the 
editor, John Tyndall, realised they broke 
the law — nothing new for old Harry.

A racist attacker was given a jail 
sentence recently, for the second time in 


10 days. 

- Christopher Tees, 22, of Carnwadric, 
Glasgow, was jailed for seven years on 3 
July for a brutal assault on Mr Niaz Ahmed 
in Rouken Glen Park, Giffnock. 

A week earlier, Tees was jailed for four 
years and three months at Glasgow High 
Court after he admitted kidnapping a 
kebab shop owner, hitting him over the 
head with a wheel brace, calling him a 
“lying black bastard”, robbing him and then 
setting the man’s car on fire. 

Tees admitted assaulting Mr Niaz 
Ahmed on 28 July last year by kicking him 
repeatedly on the head and body. Mr 
Ahmed almost died in the attack and 
suffered serious brain damage. He is in 
hospital and although conscious is 
paralysed down one side. Mr Hugh 
Mathews, prosecuting, said: “He cannot 
speak or feed himself but he could probably 
recognise his family. He will always be 
severely handicapped”. 

Co-accused, David Callaghan, 28, of 
Maryhill, Glasgow, had his plea of not 
guilty to the attack on Mr Niaz Ahmed 
accepted. Callaghan admitted assaulting 
Mr Mushtag Ahmed, 50, Mr Niaz Ahmed’s

Anti-racism success 


Scotland’s campaign against racism and 
fascism took another giant step forward 
on Saturday 3 August when the Lothian 
Campaign Against Racism and Fascism 
organised a very successful public rally 
at the Mound in Edinburgh’s city 
centre. 

The rally was originally organised on 
this day to counter a threatened nazi 
British National Party gathering. 
However, its application to Edinburgh 
District Council for permission for the 
event was unanimously rejected. 

The recently launched Lothian 
Campaign nevertheless decided to go 
ahead and was delighted with the 
hundreds who turned out for the rally. A 
broad collection of speakers, reflecting 
the make-up of the organisation itself, 
addressed the rally highlighting not only 
the threat of fascism but also that of 
institutionalised racism. 

As now seems the norm in Scotland 
the customary threats by local BNP 
thugs failed to materialise and the rally 
passed off peacefully without them even 
appearing. 


Peebles’ shame 
Figures dressed in Ku Klux Klan outfits 
dragged golliwogs through the streets in 
chains in the Scottish town of Peebles on 
21 June. The 200 demonstrators said 
they were protesting at the withdrawal of 
golliwog costumes by schools from the 
annual Beltane festival. The costumes 
were withdrawn because they were 
recognised as being racially offensive. 

The local people who took part in the 
parade claimed that the KKK and 
golliwog costumes were not intended to 
be offensive. The scene was witnessed by 
black TV star Craig Charles, who was 
there to record the parade for his series 
Them and Us. 

“At one stage I thought they were just 
being naive and weren’t really trying to 
be racist”, he said. 

“But on the other hand there was a 
really sinister side to it”. 

He said he tried to explain to the local 
people that their behaviour was racially 
offensive. 

“But the black population of Peebles is 
zero and they were unrepentant’, he 
said.

Police officers who brutally beat an 
innocent black youth worker are to 
escape all criminal and disciplinary 
charges. 


Leslie Burnett, 34, has accepted £40,000 
damages from the Metropolitan police for 
the assault, which took place in April 1988. 

Mr Burnett, the son of two religious 
ministers, had left his flat to go to a public 
telephone box. He was returning home 
when two police officers told him they had 
seen him tampering with a car. He denied 
the allegation, but was grabbed and when 
he tried to push the officer off, was beaten 
with truncheons. He was handcuffed and 
kicked and stamped on on the ground. 
Throughout the assault he was racially 
abused. 

Between 15 and 20 police reinforcements 
arrived, who beat him about the head and 
body and threw him into a van. A witness 
described the police as “like birds of prey 
picking at a carcass”. 

Further beatings continued in the van. 
At Hornsey police station Mr Burnett was 
thrown down the stairs, locked in a cell for 
15 hours and charged with grievous bodily 
harm, assault occasioning actual bodily 
harm and interference with a motor 
vehicle. 

Luckily there were a number of witnesses 
who were prepared to come forward and 
the case was thrown out of court. 

Mr Burnett’s physical injuries included 
blurred vision, a laceration needing stitches 
on the left side of his head, another above 
the right eye, bruising and swelling in both 
eyelids, multiple bruising to his legs and 
bruising to his left shoulder. 

The mental scars have been more long- 
lasting. Mr Burnett has not worked since 
the assault and is afraid to go out of the 
house. 

Mr Burnett said he will not rest until the 
officers involved in his assault, PCs Alan 
Earl and Roy Hedley, are expelled from 
the force. 

“T feel very bitter. I thought I was going to 
die during the attack. These officers have 
scarred me for life, but they have not been 
brought to account”, he said. 

Raju Bhatt, Burnett’s solicitor, said: 
“This is not an isolated incident. This is part 
of a pattern of police malpractice”. 

He said that the Commissioner appeared 
unwilling or unable to take action against 
the two officers, who continued to serve in 
the force. 

Another police officer, who played a key 
role in the assault and framing of numerous 
black men, is to face charges. 

PC David Judd was the alleged ring- 
leader of a series of brutal attacks in 
Notting Hill. All the victims had drugs 
planted on them in the mid 1980s, and one, 
Vincent Lee, suffered brain damage. The 
victims sued the police, and one, Rupert 
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Taylor, won a record £100,000 damages 18 
months ago. 

PC Judd has been suspended and 
remanded in custody until October, when 
he faces three charges of perjury and 
conspiracy to pervert the course of justice. 

Solicitor Raju Bhatt and the Society of 
Black Lawyers want an_ independent 
accountable body with strong powers to 
replace the Police Complaints Authority. 

Last year the Met paid over £800,000 in 
compensation. 


Parliamentary 
eroups launched 


At areception at the House of Commons 
a couple of months ago, held to 
celebrate the passing of war crimes 
legislation, speakers were appalled by 
the re-emergence of antisemitism both 
in the west and in particular in eastern 
Europe. A number of embassy staff, 
who had come along for their free cup of 
tea and a cake, found their govern- 
ments, especially that of Romania, on 
the receiving end of critical attack. 

Working from the experience gained 
during the successful war crimes campaign, 
MPs from all the main parties are throwing 
their support behind a new body organised 
along the same non-sectarian lines, called 
the Inter-Parliamentary Council Against 
Antisemitism. 

Sir Bernard Braine, the Father of the 
House of Commons, has been elected the 
group’s first chair. Its other officers, all 
eminent members of the House of Lords or 
the Commons, are Lords Hailsham, 
Bottomley, Coggan and _ Sainsbury, 
Baroness Sear, the Bishop of Ripon, the 
Chief Rabbi Lord Jakobovits, Sir John 
Wheeler, Winston Churchill, Merlyn Rees, 
Peter Shore, Sir Michael Marshall, Jeff 
Rooker, Nigel Griffiths, Martin Brandon- 
Bravo and Greville Janner. 

The words of Viscount Tonypandy, the 
group’s president and the former speaker 
of the House of Commons, calling for 
vigilance, are worthy of note: “It seems to 
me that there is overwhelming support 
from people in all walks of life to resist any 
tendency towards antisemitism. However 
constant vigilance is essential in this matter 
and that is why our parliamentary group 
has been established”. 

Both the Prime Minister John Major and 
the opposition leader Neil Kinnock have 
given the new group their warmest support 
and the Liberal Democrat leader Paddy 
Ashdown has also welcomed its formation. 
John Major sent the group’s president the 
following message: 

“T wholeheartedly support the aims of the 
council. In Britain we can rightly rejoice in 
the distinctive contribution the Jewish 
community has made, broadening and 
enriching so many aspects of our national 
life, be it in the sciences, the arts, politics, 
our armed forces, business or the 
professions. The part that the Jewish 
community has played in British life and in 
that of other countries is truly outstanding. 


“Antisemitism seeks to sully that proud 
record. It is a repulsive manifestation of 
hatred. It seeks to diminish the humanity in 
all of us and must be fought wherever it 
appears. So I very much welcome the 
creation of the  Inter-Parliamentary 
Council Against Antisemitism and wish the 
council every success in its work in the 
future”. 

Neil Kinnock said: “In our own country 
and throughout the world much. still 
remains to be done to banish antisemitism. 
I welcome the contribution of the Inter- 
Parliamentary Council to the attainment of 
this end and I wish you all the very best in 
whatever you can do in the years to come to 
build a better future for our children, 
everywhere”.

Dear Mr Austin-Walker, 

Thank you for your letter of the 17 July 
1991, bringing to my attention an important 
area of European Law. Whilst I feel that 
the initiatives taken to allow European 
Community citizens to vote or to be elected 
anywhere within the EC are very worth- 
while I do not feel that this should diminish 
the rights of Commonwealth citizens to 
vote in Britain. For although they are not 
legally EC citizens they live and work 
within the EC and form an integral part of 
British society. 

Moreover, the European Parliament is 
not considering the removal of citizens of 
“Third Countries” voting rights, for that 
would be a violation of EC law. If this is the 
case it would appear that the EC, if the law 
is passed, will not undermine Common- 
wealth citizen’s voting rights anyway. 

I hope this is helpful and please do not 
hesitate to contact me again if you have any 
further questions.

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ROCHDALE ASIANS 
UNDER ATTACK 


It comes as no surprise that the Asian 
community in Rochdale has come 
increasingly under attack, as this is now 
expected when the British National 
Party targets a town for its activities. 

Earlier this year party Fihrer John 
Tyndall and his crew paid a fleeting visit to 
the town. The BNP’s Rochdale branch has 
picked up the mantle, so badly dropped by 
Manchester, of being the region’s big 
hitters. 

The Manchester Evening News reported 
on 8 August that a racist gang around 100 
strong had stoned an Asian-owned shop. 
This was the second serious incident on the 
Warbank Estate in a week. 

Gangs have flocked in from the town 
centre to join in the disturbances. Attempts 
to isolate the store and its occupants by 
cutting the telephone wires have been 
among the tactics used by the racist mobs. 

The police have made several arrests 
under the Public Order Act. They had to 
rush to the scene several times to halt 
trouble in the last week of July and the first 
week in August. 

The British National Party intends to 
hold what it has called its major event in the 
north of the country, with a march and rally 
in Halifax on 21 September. The party says 
if the march is banned a rally will still go 
ahead. Clearly it is the BNP’s intention to 
keep up the heat in three major areas of 
Britain: Scotland, the North of England 
and parts of London. 

The serious disturbances should have 
come as no surprise considering that on 
Saturday 27 July, 150 bonehead supporters 
of Blood and Honour were bussed into the 
area from North Wales and the Midlands 
for a concert in Littleboro Conservative 
Club, Rochdale. The booking was as usual 
made under a false name. 

Although there was little trouble at the 
club itself, damage was caused when 
fighting broke out in the local community 
after the event ended. 

August is seeing a serious relaunch of 
Blood and Honour. Skrewdriver have 
recently toured Sweden, France and 
Germany and have lined up a gig for 
October in eastern Germany. 

This month a gang of boneheads led by 
Skrewdriver security are intending to 
wreck a reunion gig at the Brixton academy 
that will include bands like X-ray Specs and 
Sham 69, the band that was driven out of 
show business some years ago by the 
constant violent attacks on it by the British 
Movement leaderguard. 

Blood and Honour magazine, which has 
not been published for a year, is due for an 
imminent reappearance with a new 
editorial team. 

The close cooperation between Ku Klux 
Klan members and British National Party 
officials with Ian Stuart Donaldson, leader 
of Skrewdriver, has given the bonehead 
singer a partially new security line-up, with 
the BNP’s Mark Harvey, aka “Bear” 
apparently running the show instead of Des 
Clarke. The Bear was recently released

from prison having served time for a 
knifing incident on the London 
underground a couple of years ago. John 
Belani, aka “Bellamy”, one of the 


Skrewdriver band, appears to have been on - 


the receiving end of the Bear’s physical 
attentions. Word has it that the Bear thinks 
Belani should have served the sentence he 
has just completed.

be an MP but there appear to be two 
major obstacles in her way at the 
moment.

The first is that she is a former member of 
the National Front. Her membership, one 
has to admit, dates back to 1975 and she 
claims she was a member of the fascist party 
for only one year. 

The second and more _ formidable 
obstacle is the opposition of her fellow 
right-wing Tories. They are the ones who 
have apparently told Tory Party Central 
Office about the first problem. 

Ms Carmichael was not speaking to the 
press about the matter but Sir Tom Arnold, 
the party’s vice chair responsible for new 
candidates, claimed to be investigating it 
some six weeks ago. 

According to reports this is not the first 
time Ms Carmichael has had problems 
inside her own party. When she was elected 
chair of the local association last March, 
several members walked out of the meeting 
because she boasted about her support for 
the Monday Club in her personal details. 

In her favour however is the fact that she 
shut down the local Monday Club branch 


after she claimed it had been taken over by 
right-wing extremists. They countered by 
alleging she had walked off with £500 of the 
club’s funds. This accusation is typical of 
the lies circulated against anyone who 
opposes the new course the club has taken. 

Ms Carmichael, whose father was a local 
councillor for the Ratepayers in the 1970s, 
is active among Tory women looking to 
build their contribution to the party. Aged 
40, she could go far if she overcomes this 
present problem. 


MAD OLD COW 
TORTURED CATS 


Glenys Pearson-Conroy runs a charity 
in the London Borough of Kensington 
and Chelsea. Sociable Christians 
Unemployed, charity number 299236, 
is on the local authority’s approved list. 
Based at 57c Edith Grove, London 
SW10, the charity appears to be merely 
a bit zany. 

But closer examination of its broadsheet, 
Our Lady and Child, has revealed that its 
contents are highly racist. As it is being sold 
publicly it is covered by the race relations 
sections of the Public Order Act. The 27 
June 1991 edition has been sent to the 
Crown Prosecution Service. 

The 44-year-old nutcase who produces 
this rubbish, which claims that black men 
only rape white women and that all black 
women are lesbians and guilty of lesbian 
rape, still has the majority support of the 
local Conservative-controlled council. 
When presented with evidence of her racist 
filth, Tory councillors argued she had a 
right to free speech. 

Black councillor Ben Bousquet told 
fellow councillors that racist attacks are on 
the increase in the area and this kind of 
material just inflames an already bad 
situation. 

But there is another side to Pearson- 
Conroy that will arouse the hatred of 
another leading woman nazi living not too 
far away in west London: Lucy Roberts of 
the League of St George. You see, Lucy is a 
great cat cover, not too keen on Jews or 
blacks but just loves her cats. So we wonder 
how she must have felt when the charitable 
Pearson-Conroy was found guilty of 
torturing an eight-week-old kitten. 

Pearson-Conroy, who is said to be a 
former journalist, took the stray cat into 
her home and proceeded to cut off all its 
fur, inflicting 17 wounds to its body, into 
which she then poured an _ anti-toxic 
solution. Despite the efforts of a vet over 
several days to save the cat, it died in 
agony. 

The police told the court that Pearson- 
Conroy’s actions and words are affected by 
her unique attitude to certain aspects of 
life. 

Maybe it is she who needs putting down, 
not the cats who have the misfortune of 
falling into her hands.

humane Chelsea 
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Killer captured 


Convicted nazi killer Klas Lund, 23, 
and three of his associates were arrested 
on 9 August following a four-month 
long manhunt by Swedish police. 


Lund, a chief suspect in a massive arms 
theft at a Swedish police armoury in April, 
is believed to have spent part of the 
summer away from Sweden. Armed police 
finally cornered him in a remote farmhouse 
in the mountainous northern area of 
Sweden near the Norwegian border. The 
building functioned as a safe house and 
armoury for a group of nazi terrorists 
hoping to form an underground movement 
to set off a race war. 

The police had begun watching the 
farmhouse a few days before the arrests, 
following a tip from local people that the 
young men living there might have been 


Nazi attack squads 
in action 


Nazi violence claimed its latest victim with 
an explosion at a home for foreign youths in 
the Berlin district of Neukélin, when a 28- 
year-old Yugoslav male resident was killed 
by a bomb. 

The victim had found the bomb, which 
exploded as soon as he touched it, at the 
door of the home where asylum seekers of 
several nationalities are staying. 

After a short-lived lull, neo-nazis have 
resumed their vicious campaign of violence 
against refugee centres and immigrants in 
both east and west Germany. 

On 14 July, five masked nazis drew up in 
cars and invaded a hostel, which houses 
thirty-two refugees and immigrants from 
Poland, Romania and Egypt, in the town of 
Trollenhagen, near Neubrandenburg. 

Police were called but before they 
arrived the fascists smashed windows and 
beat up a female resident. By the time the 
police came, the raiders had fled and there 
were no arrests. 

Two days later, a stormtroop of more 
than 50 neo-nazis, including many 
skinheads, rampaged through a hostel for 
refugees in Magdeburg. 

The following weekend, in Hamburg, a 
five-strong gang of nazi _ boneheads 
attacked a cafe in Bergedorf and beat up a 
Turkish customer whom they knocked to 
the floor and kicked before firing a distress 
flare into his face at point-blank range. 

Their victim was rushed to hospital 
where he was in intensive care for several 
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involved in a bank robbery ina nearby town 
at the end of July. The speculation proved 
correct; £20,000 from the bank robbery was 
recovered after the arrests. The money was 
supposedly to be used to finance right-wing 
terrorist activities in Scandinavia. 

The evidence now surfacing verifies the 
validity of previous warnings by anti- 
fascists, among them Searchlight, that 
sections of the Scandinavian nazis are 
trying to build a terrorist underground. 

Last month Searchlight published an 
exclusive story naming Lund as one of the 
men behind the armoury robbery and the 
possibility that he may have been hiding out 
in Britain or Germany. In the full story, 
which we shall publish next month, we shall 
reveal how strong the international 
connections among these nazi terrorists 
really are. 


days. Later, police arrested four people on 
suspicion of carrying out the attack. 

This incident, the latest in a series of nazi 
attacks in Hamburg, brought more than 
600 anti-fascists onto the streets in militant 


opposition to racist violence and 
propaganda. 

Further south, in Northeim, Lower 
Saxony, three foreigners were beaten 


savagely by a 15-strong gang of boneheads 
who trapped them in their car, smashing its 
windows and firing tear-gas into the 
vehicle. Eight of the boneheads were 
arrested but later set free. 

On 25 July, nazi skinheads were again in 
action in Brandenburg, violently attacking 
a group of Soviet people bathing in a lake. 
Four of the attackers, all aged between 17 
and 20, were arrested. 

On 28 July, in the southern Saxony town 
of Gorlitz, three racists visited a refugee 
hostel to threaten Romanian refugees with 
a knife and demand that they leave 
Germany. 

In Greifswald, on 4 August, 25 neo-nazis 
attempting to evict squatters ended up 
fighting it out with the police. Six fascists 
were arrested. 

The same day, other nazis — believed to 
be from the “Third Position” 
Nationalistische Front (NF) — vandalised 
the entrance to the former _ nazi 
concentration camp at Sachsenhausen. 

The nazis, who were masked, sprayed 
antisemitic slogans and plastered the large 
entrance board with NF posters denying 
the Holocaust. 

Two days later, anti-fascist journalist 
Klaus Farin was ambushed and seriously 
beaten and injured by a gang of nazi 


skinheads at a motorway service area in 
Mecklenburg while making his way home 
to Berlin after addressing a meeting in 
Libeck. 

Only days afterwards, on 10 August, a 
large mob of German youths set about 
three Angolan refugees at a village festival 
in the Lower Saxony village of 
Gieboldehausen. 

The Germans threatened the Angolans 
and told them they could not talk to or 
dance with German women. After being 
abused, the Angolans left the event and 
were followed and then attacked by 
Germans who burst into their home. One 
of the Angolans stabbed one of the 
attackers in self-defence and was later 
arrested. 

Soviet citizens — this time soldiers — 
were again singled out for violence by nazi 
skinheads, also on 10 August, in the east 
German town of Neuruppin. 

A troop of nazis armed with clubs 
launched a surprise attack on Soviet 
sentries guarding a Red Army barracks. In 
the fighting, the Soviet soldiers resisted and 
injured two of the nazis, one of whom had 
to be taken to hospital. 

So frequent is the incidence of fascist 
violence that, in the new state of 
Mecklenburg-Vorpommern, citizens are 
considering the establishment of vigilante 
groups to combat nazi skinheads in 
particular. Police chiefs in Schwerin have 
warned that such groups “are illegal”. 

Refugees too are stepping up their 
demands for protection against fascist 
gangs. In late July, 130 refugees blockaded 
a civil administration office in Schwalbach, 
near Frankfurt, in protest at being sent to 
refugee centres in eastern Germany. 

Their action, which lasted a whole 
morning, featured placards with the slogan 
“We don’t want to be victims of German 
reunification”. 

However later 70 of the refugees were 
shipped out in buses to reception centres in 
Saxony, Sachsen-Anhalt, Brandenburg 
and Thiringen. 

A further 40 refugees refused to board 
the buses a week later. The authorities had 
planned to send them to Eisenhittenstadt, 
Chemnitz and Thiiringen but the refugees 
are opposing this because of fears that they 
will be the targets for racist violence. 

The fears of the refugees are 
understandable, not only because of the 
actual violence but also because of the 
blindness of the German _ authorities, 
symbolised in a court decision in 
Diisseldorf in early August. 

Dealing with the case of an African 
couple who refused to be sent to an east 
German refugees’ home, the court 
decided, almost unbelievably, that there 
were “no signs” of racist attacks in the five 
new east German states and that the couple 
must go east. 


Bonehead brutes 
behind bars 


A Stuttgart youth court has dished out 
heavy sentences to a gang of skinheads 
responsible for the killing of a 23-year-old 
basketball fan last October. 

Nine boneheads were given jail terms of 
between two and seven years for affray and 
manslaughter. Another skin was given two 
years’ probation. 

The main accused, aged 21, admitted 
hurling a fire-bomb into a group of 
basketball fans in a railway station in 
Ludwigsburg. Others had thrown bottles 
and bricks and in their bid to escape the 
skins, one of the fleeing fans fell into the 
path of an oncoming train. 

In another court case, this time in the 
German-Polish border town of Frankfurt 
an der Oder, 22 neo-nazis have been 
charged with a series of offences in 
connection with riots there in April when 
the frontier was opened to visa-free traffic. 

Among other things, they are accused of 
disturbing the peace, resisting arrest, 
actual bodily harm, illegal assembly, 
possession of weapons and wearing nazi 
insignia. 


Parliament chief 
slams far right 


German Parliament President Rita 
Sussmuth has issued one of the strongest 
warnings yet about the steadily advancing 
tide of racism and right-wing extremism in 
Germany. 

Addressing a meeting in Dresden, 
Sussmuth said: “The growing right-wing 
radicalism is a phenomenon that must not 
be allowed to become permanent”. 

She urged German parliamentarians to 
take action to ensure that “economic 
growth has a social face” and denounced 
the emergence of “a two-class Germany”. 

Gerhard Schréder, a fellow 
parliamentarian and Prime Minister of 
Lower Saxony, joined Sussmuth in 
emphasising the nazi danger but, for the 
first time amongst senior politicians, linked 
the racist groundswell to new curbs on the 
right to asylum. 

Condemning the new rules, Schréder 
denounced the public discussion as “a sham 
good only ffor’ strengthening the 
xenophobic atmosphere and __ right 
radicalism in the new German states”. 

According to the German _ internal 
security service, the Verfassungsschutz, the 
nazi danger is growing. 

Eckhart Werthbach, the — security 
service’s president, said in Dresden last 
month “the development in the skinhead 
scene is frightening” and “the skinheads are 
far more political than before”. 

Citing new statistics, he said that 106 
political crimes were registered in east 
Germany in the second quarter of 1991 
compared with a tally of only 26 crimes in 
the first three months. 

Most activity was concentrated in the 
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state of Brandenburg where, according to 
police chief Ulrich Dugas, more than 550 
hardline neo-nazis are said to be active. 
Werthbach declared that police 
intelligence needed to be stepped up as 
soon as possible. 

Meanwhile, officials in Brandenburg 
have promised energetic action against 
race hate and _ neo-nazi violence. 
Foreigners’ Ombudsman Almuth Berger 
condemned “readiness for violence in the 
old east Germany” and the fact that people 
stood by and watched. 

Berger’s comments were supported by 
Brandenburg education chief Maria Birthla 
who attributed racist attacks to “loss of 
values and social disorientation”. She 
called for better equipment for the police. 
(Already more than £10 million has been 
allotted to this.) 

However, top German liberal Gerhart 
Baum has severely criticised the east 
German police for their failure to catch 
those responsible for the mounting toll of 
racist violence.

Baum likened the situation in the new 
German states to South Africa “where the 
police look the other way” and said that he 
observed “an unbelievable intolerance 
towards foreigners, especially amongst 
young people, resulting in a situation where 
foreigners do not dare go out into the 
street”. 


Profits uber alles 


Plans to build a hypermarket, car 
showroom and coffee house adjacent to the 
former Ravensbriick women’s concen- 
tration camp have been shelved after a 
storm of international protest. 
Ravensbriick, where 90,000 women and 
child prisoners from 23 nations died, is 
about 80 miles north of Berlin. Contracts 
had been signed between the Brandenburg 


state government and the _ Kaiser’s 
supermarket chain to build the 
hypermarket a mere 500 yards from the 
camp. 


The retreat on the plans came after the 
personal intervention of Brandenburg 
prime minister Manfred Stolpe, who had 
received scores of letters from former nazi 
victims and Ravensbriick prisoners. 

More powerful in forcing a decision, 
though, were the militant women’s 
demonstrations at the site of the camp and 
the protests of Jewish and Romany leaders. 

The Jewish community leader, Heinz 
Galinski, and the Romany representative, 
Romani Rose, have both demanded legal 
protection for former concentration camp 
sites. 

Two Kaiser’s supermarkets, in the Berlin 
area, were bombed by an anti-fascist 
commando during the campaign against the 
scheme. 

But the withdrawal of the commercial 
scheme has not pleased everyone. 
Amazingly, Kaiser’s said that they did not 
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know that the site was so close to the nazi 
horror camp and the state government is 
expected to have to pay over 10 million DM 
(£3.4 million) in compensation to Kaiser’s 
and the building firm Bock of Wuppertal. 

Opinion in the nearby town of 
Furstenberg was firmly for the construction 
of the shopping area. During one of the 
women’s demonstrations, the protesters, 
many of them Jewish and Romany former 
camp victims, were heckled, insulted and 
abused by local people. 

Some said they had their “nose full of the 
past” and others actually arrived mob- 
handed to kick and punch former prisoners 
who picketed the areas earmarked for 
construction work. In another 
demonstration, 500 citizens turned out to 
support demands for the supermarket. 

Similar plans to build a Finanzamt (tax 
office) and fast food kiosk at the 
Sachsenhausen camp, in Oranienburg near 
Berlin, have been likewise scrapped 
following the exposure of the Ravensbriick 
scheme. 

Previously, the Brandenburg state 
government had given the green light to 
proposals to locate the Finanzamt in the 
quarters once used by the SS 
administration for all camps in Germany. 

However, new public rows have since 
erupted about the military and industrial 
abuse of Sachsenhausen and another camp, 
Mittelbau-Dora. 

At Sachsenhausen, it has also been 
revealed, the German army has established 
its presence in buildings which formerly 
housed slave labourers. 

Uwe Koch, the state official responsible 
for museums in Brandenburg, admitted 
that the Bundeswehr were using part of the 
former camp but said that the units would 
leave “before the end of the year”. 

The Berlin historian Wolfgang 
Wippermann said that the army’s use of 
Sachsenhausen was “a bigger scandal even 
than what is going on at Ravensbriick” and 
called upon it to leave the site and make a 
public apology for bringing soldiers there. 

At Mittelbau-Dora, heavy industrial 
plant and digging machines have started 
quarrying work at the mountain site of the 
former concentration camp where more 
than 20,000 Jewish and other prisoners 
were worked to death during the last war. 

Dora was the site of nazi rocket research 
and production of the V1 and V2 rockets 
which were used to blitz London in 1945. 

Though the state government of 
Thiiringen has forbidden work from 
encroaching on the site, it is suspected that 
the quarrying operations, for the plaster 
and cement industry, are violating the 
regulations. 

Local politicians have accused the 
quarrying firm, Anhydrit Werke, which 
employs 300 people, of breaking the rules 
and disturbing the peace of the Dora camp 
where many nazi victims are still 
entombed. However, there has been to 
date no official inquiry and the firm said 
that nobody would be available to discuss 
the matter till the end of August. 

A letter sent to the Thiringen state 
premier by Jewish Central Council leader 
Heinz Galinski on 26 June, expressing the 
concerns of the Jewish community, has still 
not been answered. 
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Meanwhile it has been announced in 
Brandenburg that a foundation of 
academics, state officials, camp victims and 
others will be set up to examine new 
concepts for the “Places of Remembrance” 
in the state. 

Commenting on this, Brandenburg 
Culture Ministry state secretary Jurgen 
Dittberner said: “This is essential in the 
light of the growing national socialist 
tendencies in the state”. 


Nazi leader 
corrupts youth 


Karl Polacek, leader of the violent neo-nazi 
Free German Workers’ Party in Lower 
Saxony, has been charged with inciting 
hatred against the Jewish people. 

The State Prosecutor’s office in 
G6ottingen accuses Polacek of telling pupils 
at a grammar school that it was a lie that six 
million Jews had been murdered by the 
nazis. 

Polacek, who already faces grievous 
bodily harm charges after hitting an anti- 
fascist woman with an axe, now faces 
renewed efforts to deport him to his native 
Austria. 


Wrong policy 


The extreme-right Deutsche Allianz party 
will have to change its name following a 
lengthy legal action by the giant Allianz 
insurance company. 

This is a big setback for the DA, which 
has been built mainly from disaffected 
supporters and members of the fascist 
Republikaner led by ex-Waffen SS man 
Franz Schénhuber. 

His party too faces serious difficulties 
after failing to cash in on growing support 
for racism and right-wing extremism in 
East Germany. 

At its recent conference, held in Leipzig, 
only a fraction of its claimed 800 members 
in Saxony, turned up to a members’ 
aggregate where a new leader Winfied 
Petzold was elected. 

Petzold boasted that his party was 
expanding but in fact the 400 police 
guarding the event outnumbered the party 
faithful by more than ten to one. 


Appeal fails 


The daughter of Carl von Ossietsky, Nobel 
Prize-winner and victim of the nazis, has 
lost a court appeal to quash the conviction 
of her father for treason in 1931. 

Ossietsky, a pacifist, anti-fascist and 
editor of the Weltbiihne, was jailed for 18 
months in November 1931 for allegedly 
betraying the secret plans of German 
militarism. 

Last month, a Berlin court upheld the 
1931 decision which branded Ossietsky a 
traitor and was used by the nazis to justify 
his arrest and persecution from which he 
died in 1938. 

The Berlin court ruled that the 
application for a judicial review was not 
acceptable “because no new evidence was 


forthcoming to show that the security of the 
German Reich had not been endangered” 
by Ossietsky’s actions. 

This move is further evidence of the 
increasingly repressive character of 
German justice. In another move, it has 
been announced that the former East 
German Stasi security chief, Erich 
Miechlke, will be charged with offences 
committed in 1931 when he was a member 
of a Communist Party anti-fascist defence 
organisation.

Racist parties to 
fight election 


Right-wing racist extremists are trying to 
muster their troops for a united campaign 
in the run-up to the Norwegian general 
elections. 

To date, in a situation unprecedented in 
Scandinavia, no fewer than three racist 
parties have announced their intention to 
field candidates: the Fedrelandspartiet, 
based in Bergen and actively leafleting in 
the district; the anti-immigration 
movement Stopp Innvandrigen, which got 
9,000 votes in the last election and the 
Nasjonaldemokratene. 

The latter party is putting its leading 
lady, Hege S¢fteland, well to the fore with 
a massive propaganda campaign. This 
particular gang of racists have yet to 
announce public rallies but have reportedly 
demanded police security. 

Given the appalling record of the Oslo 
police in these matters, they can look 
forward to getting everything they want. 

The other main group, the People’s 
Movement against Immigration, formerly 
led by mad bomber Arne Myrdal, has not 
yet decided its election strategy but 
interesting moves are being made to cobble 
together some kind of “unity”. 

Several factors are at work. In policy 
areas there is broad agreement. All the 
parties are campaigning against Norwegian 
membership of the European Community, 
all have come out against what they call the 
“Third World” invasion and all are 
campaigning with the same tired slogans 
about “drugs, crime and living off the 
welfare”. 

More sinister, however, is that the FMI 
and the other three parties have all now 
declared themselves as “nationalists” and 
the racist monthly Norsk Blad has taken 
this as a cue to promote united action. 

The problem for such a_ project, 
however, is the clear lack of any strong 
personality to act as a leader and driving 
force. Personality conflicts and fights for 
personal prestige stand in the way of such 
an enterprise. 

At present, terrorist Myrdal and “Evita” 
Sgfteland do not provide a very appetising 
choice for Norway’s stay-at-home racists, 
but a united far-right would still present a 
new and dangerous threat. 

Anti-racists are on full alert for such an 
eventuality.

South Africa teeters on the 


brink of civil 


The rapid pace of change, coupled with 
the bringing to light of secret deals 
between the right-wing black organis- 
ation Inkatha and the apartheid regime, 
dating back to 1970, is throwing the 
whole of South Africa into a state of 
near collapse. 


Whatever President F.W. de Klerk’s 
intentions are, he is now being pushed on 
all sides to give way. He has a choice 
between setting up an interim government 
with the African National Congress or 
allowing the country to decline rapidly into 
chaos, with armed factions slaughtering 
each other. 

By setting up an interim government 
with the ANC, de Klerk at least has a good 
chance of holding the majority of blacks

polls. 

De Klerk’s head-on clash with 2,000 
AWB members on their home ground may 
have been his way of showing the country 
the lawlessness of such groups and their 
disrespect of the country’s sacred cows, the 
army and the police force. One AWB 
spokesperson even suggested that the black 
people who were trapped in the two vans in 
the middle of the riot, and whom the army 
rescued using massive force, were in fact a 
provocation team from Inkatha. 

Whatever the truth is, it is now clear that 
these nazi gangsters are willing to stand in 
the way of any type of progress using force 
of arms and that many of their supporters 
hold officer rank in the police and army.

and whites together and forcing Inkatha 
into the deal, not only because he holds 
Inkatha’s purse strings but also because 
Inkatha must feel that in the long term it 
will be far safer with an ANC government 
than with the violently open nazism of the 
AWB under the leadership of Eugene 
TerreBlanche. 

Whilst the right-wing Conservative Party 
led by Dr Andries Treurnicht rants and 
raves over de Klerk’s betrayal of the 
whites, it is not stupid enough to want to go 
all the way down the road with the bunch of 
nazi stormtroopers of the AWB. 

The BBC in London, commenting on the 
power of the far right in South Africa, 
pointed out that this is not such a fringe set- 
up as the Nationalist Party government 
would have us believe. In some areas the 
AWB and the Conservatives hold local 
power and nationally about 30 per cent of 
the white electorate support them at the 


foundations and many ordinary white 
South Africans are going to have to make 
their minds up pretty fast whether they 
want to live under a democracy or a 
national socialist volk state. 

Now is the time for the western powers, 
who say they want to help South Africa out 
of its racial impasse, to tie really tough 
strings to any help they give to de Klerk. 
The first requirement should be the 
complete disarming of all factional groups 
and the absorption of the ANC’s military 
wing into the country’s regular armed 
forces. Once the killings stop, whether they 
be at the behest of secret forces within the 
government or outsiders, then the 
negotiations towards a legitimate 
government can go ahead. 

Now is the time to stop paying off the 
Inkatha murder squads and to pull down 
the banner of the AWB that so resembles 
the swastika of Hitler’s Germany. 


SWITZERLAND 


Plot smashed 


Eleven Swiss nazis, including Patriotic 
Front Fiihrer Marcel Strebel, were arrested 
last month when police smashed a terror 
plot aimed at wrecking the country’s 700th 
anniversary celebration on 1 August. 

In Schwyz, the police said they had 
seized loaded firearms, clubs, knives and 
tear-gas sprays from the group of nine men 
and two women, which was heading for 
Schwyz in a convoy of cars. 

During the weeks before and after the 
national festival, a series of attacks and 
suspected attacks were made against 
buildings housing refugees. 

In the first, in Freiburg, where a Kurdish 
man was murdered two years ago by 
racists, a refugee hostel which had already 
been bombed twice in June was again 
attacked with a smoke bomb, causing the 
building to be evacuated. 

In another, in Geneva, a former bonded 
warehouse went up in flames, forcing the 44 
residents to take refuge in an underground 
bunker. 

The blaze completely destroyed the 
7,500 sq metre building despite a three- 
hour struggle by more than 200 firefighters 
to tackle and put out the fire. Three 
refugees and a firefighter were injured and 
taken to hospital. Police have refused to 
rule out arson. 

On the same weekend in Thun in the 
Bernese Oberland, a transit centre for 
refugees was gutted after a Molotov- 
cocktail blitz by racist bombers. 

Luckily, the 40 refugees there, mainly 
from Sri Lanka, Africa and Turkey were 
unhurt in the attack, which was carried out 
at 2.00am by two unidentified men who 
hurled the firebombs from a motorbike. 

The refugees are now _ staying 
temporarily in an underground shelter and 
are under police protection. Though local 
officials say there were no signs of tension 
in the area, the transit centre had been 
daubed with “Foreigners out” slogans only 
three weeks before the attack. 

Also shortly before, there had been an 
attempt to leave an incendiary device on 
the premises but it was discovered before it 
could cause any damage. 

Only days later, a Turkish butcher’s shop 
in Basle was wrecked in a fire which caused 
thousands of pounds worth of damage. In 
this case, the still unknown arsonists had 
fixed an explosive incendiary device to the 
shop door. 

This was followed by a further two 
attacks in the same area. In Miinchenstein 
and Basle city, refugee centres were raided 
with firebombs which damaged property 
but caused no injury. 

Eleven serious assaults have been made 
on refugee centres so far this year. Most are 
believed to be the work of neo-nazis and 
racists.

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FRANCE 


Harkis’ protests 
continue 


Demonstrations by Harkis — French 
citizens of Algerian origin — are continuing 
as the French government shows no sign of 
taking immediate steps to alleviate 
discrimination. 

Last month, Narbonne was again the 
centre of protests in which hundreds of 
youths built barricades in the streets in 
support of demands for the release of 
people arrested in previous riots. 

As well as not moving to redress the 
grievances of the MHarkis and other 
immigrants, whose situation gets worse by 
the day in the growing racist atmosphere, 
the French Socialist government has made 
matters worse by warning of possible mass 
deportations of illegal migrants. 

In July, in a television interview, Prime 
Minister Edith Cresson raised the 
possibility that aircraft might be chartered 
to fly out illegal migrants at government 
expense. “And”, she said, “it won’t be for 
holidays”. 

While Cresson’s remarks drew instant 
rebukes from anti-racist groups and other 
socialists, like her former government 
colleague Jean-Pierre Chevénement, 
fascist Front National boss Bruno Megret 
quickly entered the fray to praise her. 
Megret said that Cresson had proven that 
his leader, Jean-Marie Le Pen, had been 
right all along. 

The French Communist Party has also 
muddied the waters with a national leaflet 
alleging “immigration is a real problem”. 
The leaflet, which makes ritual 
genuflections to anti-racism, has sparked 
off a big conflict in the party and has been 
denounced by many party activists and 
holders of public office. 

This dangerous playing to the racist 
gallery can only strengthen the FN, which 
could win up to 20 per cent in forthcoming 
elections in the southern Provence-Céte 
d’Azur region. 


Fascist party in 
disarray 


Confronted with the decline of its 
traditional enemy, the Communist Party, 
Italy’s fascist Moviemento Sociale Italiano 
(MSI) has entered what appears to be a 
terminal decline by restoring 80-year-old 
Gianfranco Fini to its leadership. 

With its electoral support slashed by 
more than 50 per cent, its voters flocking to 
far-right regionalist parties, membership 
plumeting and internal warfare raging in its 
ranks, the MSI has moved to change its 
leadership. 

Lacking the charisma of the ex-Mussolini 
minister and former party boss, the late 
Giorgio Almirante, the MSI’s successive 
leaders, Fini and ex-terrorist Pino Rauti, 
have been unable to arrest the party’s 
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downward spiral. 

In the latest bout of internal blood- 
letting, Rauti, who served on the nazi side 
during the war, came under heavy fire at an 
MSI conference in July and was sacked. . . 
only to be replaced again by the veteran 
Fini. 

Despite loud calls for “a new Republic”, 
there is little new that the MSI can offer 
except renewed demands for the return of 
Istria. and Dalmatia from strife-torn 
Yugoslavia to crisis and debt-ridden Italy. 

Even top MSI leaders have signalled 
their belief that the party is a lost cause. For 
example, in Milan 15 MSI leaders threw in 
the towel in June after rows about the 
party’s tactics. 

Most galling of all to the MSI must be its 
inability to capitalise on the newest 
phenomenon in Italian society: racism. 
This failure has revealed MSI fascism. . . 
always more anti-communist than racist 
. . . to be an anachronism. 

What comes next could be infinitely 
more dangerous. 


DENMARK 


Nazi exile may go 
home 


Auschwitz liar and SS man_ Thies 
Christophersen, who is wanted by German 
police and living in the south Denmark 
town of Kollund, has said that he is 
prepared to return to Germany to take part 
in a propaganda trial. 

The 73-year-old unrepentant nazi said 
that he would present witnesses who would 
prove that gas was never used to kill people 
in concentration camps. He claimed that 
gas was only used to kill fleas. 

For five years, police in the German state 
of Schleswig-Holstein have had an arrest 
warrant for Christophersen on charges of 
incitement to racial hatred and spreading 
nazi propaganda. 


Bang on form 


Danish racism has led to an early return 
home for two British technicians invited to 
spend a study year with the well-known hi- 
fi firm, Bang and Olufsen, at Struer. 

The two workers, Mohammed Guinewas 
and Harjinder Soor, both of Indian descent 
and from Birmingham, were horrified by 
the racism they encountered in Denmark. 

After only three days, in which they had 
been assaulted by a mob of townspeople 
screaming “Denmark for the Danes”, the 
two men decided they had had enough and 
went back to Britain. 

Denmark has been embarrassed by the 
incidents, which hit the media with full 
force. To its credit, the hi-fi firm made the 
story public with a ringing denunciation of 
racism. 

Jorgen Palshgj, a director of Bang and 
Olufsen, and deputy-mayor of Struer, said: 
“If Denmark wants to be a member of inter- 
national society, it must learn to treat its 
guests properly”. 


CZECHOSLOVAKIA 


Sudeten exiles 
fall out 


Members of the Society for Friendship 
between Bohemia and Bavaria in Prague 
have expressed concern at the increasingly 
strident demands of Sudeten German exile 
groups for the return of land and property. 

In a statement, the society said that it 
rejected “attempts to create a German 
enclave on Czechoslovak territory which 
would lead to a repetition of the history of 
1938-39”. 

Opinion among the Sudeten Germans 
has become sharply divided as_ the 
conclusion of a new German-Czechoslovak 
treaty draws near. 

Leading members of the Bavarian 
Christian Social Union (CSU), who have 
for many years backed the Sudeten 
Germans, have now retreated and say that 
differences must be solved by detailed 
negotiations. 

For example, the CSU chief and 
Bavarian Prime Minister Max Streibl has 
called on the exile organisations to drop 
their demands for restitution of property 
and to pursue individual cases through civil 
court actions. 

The desertion of the _ traditional 
conservatives from the camp of the exiles 
will most likely strengthen the hand of 
fascist elements who are _ strongly 
represented within the two million-strong 
League of Expellees. 

Concern is mounting in Czechoslovak 
government circles about the pressure that 
Sudeten Germans have been putting on the 
German government. 

The Czechoslovak ambassador, Jiri 
Grusa, recently accused the German 
government of “taking too much notice” of 
the Sudeten exile organisations. 

He said that his government was “less and ~ 
less able to understand” the German 
government’s “dragging out” of the 
negotiations for a full treaty between the 
two states. 


DESECRATIONS 


Jewish soldiers’ 
memorial 
desecrated 


Two Polish boarding school students, aged 
13 and 16, have been arrested in Warsaw 
for the desecration of a Jewish cemetery in 
the city. 

Police said that they smeared 
“antisemitic and obscene slogans at the 
graves” and vandalised a monument to 
Jewish soldiers who fought to defend 
Warsaw from the nazi invaders in 1939. 

A group of seven youths have been 
charged with desecration of two Catholic 
cemeteries in Marckenheim and 
Boortheim, Alsace. 

According to police, they wrecked 
gravestones, smashed crosses and daubed 
nazi slogans at the graves.

The arrest of Klansmen and neo-nazis in 
Pennsylvania and North Carolina on 
weapons charges has underlined the 
continuing threat of violence by organised 
racists. Invisible Empire Knights of the Ku 
Klux Klan organiser Douglas Malcolm 
Garner was arrested in Greensboro, North 
Carolina, for plotting to blow up the 
apartment of an inter-racial couple. Police 
found a cache of guns and explosives in 
Garner’s apartment. Garner and two other 
Klansmen were arrested last April while 
distributing Klan literature at area high 
schools. 

In Pittsburgh Frank Mercuri and two 
others apparently connected to the 
Pennsylvania Aryan Independent Network 
were arrested with a cache of illegal rifles 
and explosives and bomb _ building 
instructions. Mercuri was also wanted in 
Florida on assault charges. 

Hate groups in Pennsylvania have been 
busy. The White House Network, a neo- 
nazi youth group from Harrisburg, held a 
rally in June on the farm of Alfred Lentz in 
southeastern Pennsylvania. Two weeks 
earlier Lentz’s own White Unity Party had 
held a night time crossburning at the same 
place. 

A meeting in central Pennsylvania 
organised by Rick Fogel and his Invisible 
Empire Klan attracted the usual collection 
of criminals, but was also spiced by the 
appearance of Chester Grabowski, the 
erstwhile editor of the supposedly 
respectable Polish Post-Eagle. Grabowski 
has recently made a career of making 
antisemitic speeches to small groups of neo- 
nazis. He was followed by Ted Dunn, who 
is the dress-up Hollywood nazi for SS 
Action, and Bud Farrell. Farrell was last 
seen helping racist con-artist Rick Elliott. 
Elliott was released from prison last year 
after serving time for defrauding debt- 
ridden farmers with a phoney loan scheme. 

Fogel’s Klan group is planning to march 
near Pittsburgh on 14 September. But local 
activists are organising across the state to 
oppose the racists. And the Invisible 
Empire will get the cold shoulder if they 
march. 

In Gainesville, Georgia, the Invisible 
Empire was denied a march permit for its 
annual Labor Day terror tactics after 
residents packed city hall meetings to 
denounce the Klan. The Invisible Empire 
had hoped to march through the heart of 
the black community on 31 August, just 
hours before its night time crossburning on

Haider, who as Prime Minister of the 
province of Carinthia organised repression 
against the Slovene minority there, 
proclaimed his support for  Hitler’s 
employment policies. 

Glyn Ford, leader of the British Labour

their attitude to Haider. I am writing to 
Paddy Ashdown. asking him to repudiate 
this yuppie fascist and his repulsive views”.

Church slams 
racist policies 


The Ecumenical Council of Churches has 
accused Japan of violating human rights 
and racism in its treatment of 250,000 
migrant workers, at the United Nations 
Human Rights Commission in Geneva. 

“Government policies”, said a 
representative of the World Council of 
Churches, “are based on the homogeneity 
of the race”. 

Foreign workers were abused and 
underpaid in violation of the law and 
women were being forced into prostitution 
and were deported if they asked the 
Japanese police for help. 

According to the churches, many 
migrant workers in Japan have no proper 
insurance cover and are often refused 
medical care and attention.
